AFTER THE BLOOMS ARE GONE? 
No, let it die down naturally. The green foliage 
is necessary for the development of the new bulbs. 

@ Should BULBS BE TAKEN UP AFTER THEY 
BLOOM? 
Daffodils, Heralds of Spring, and Lilies should be 
left undisturbed to multiply. Tulips and Hya- 
cinths can remain in the ground for 3 years, but 
if you desire to move them to a new location, dig 
bulbs after the foliage has died down com- 
pletely. Store bulbs in a cool place and replant 
m the fall.
